It’s now Official 


Planning Board Accepts 
Comprehensive General Plan 


Wilmington Public Library 
Wilmington, Ma 01887 


The Comprehensive General Plan, part of the so-called 701 program 
Prepared by Prof. Charles W. Eliot, was accepted for the Town of Wil- 
mington by the Wilmington Planning Board, in its regular meeting last 
Tuesday evening. The motion for acceptance was made by William 
MacKinnon, one of the newer members of the board, but had been 
written in advance by A. Daniel Gillis, The vote for acceptance was 6 
to 1, Bob Leahy voting against. 

After the vote Mr. Gillis made a short summary speech, in which he 
said that the vote now opens the way for the town to accept more 
Federal Funds for municipal purposes. Mr. Gillis reminded those who 
listened to him that the vote for the first part of the Federal 701 pro- 
gram in 1957 opened the way for the town to receive the monies used 
in the planning of the municipal sewer system. 


During the half hour discussion 
that preceded the vote Mr. Leahy 
{elt several times that there 
should be a “cautions approach 
tothe vote. He wanted to spend a 

considerable time” looking at 
the problem before he voted. 

He was assured by the other 
members that in voting to accept 
the board would only be accepting 
a guideline. and that not every- 
thing in the report would have to 
be accepted as written. At one 
time the Chairman, Mort Grant 
declared that he believed there 
would be eventual changes on 
every page of the report.
